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Councillors Join 
stone balls row

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A CAMPAIGN calling for the 
removal of “monstrous” 
stone balls on a new 
roundabout is continuing 
with support from town 
councillors. 

The “tremendous upset and 
anger” over the 12 balls, imported 
from China at a cost of nearly 
£1,000 each, has become a major 
issue in Newmarket where they 
have been installed on the round¬ 
about at the busy Clocktower 
junction. 

Suffolk County Council’s 
£600,000 scheme to revamp the 
junction is substantially complete. 
But the campaign to “get rid of the 
balls” shows no sign of going away 

More than 1,200 people have joined an 
online group on the Facebook social 
networking website and around 500 have 
signed a petition on the 10 Downing 
Street website calling for Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown to intervene. 

Now a new written petition and letter 
writing campaign is about to start after 
protesters put their views to a town 
council community services committee 
meeting. 

Town councillors are supporting the 
campaigners’ views and have denied that 
they were consulted about the “feature” 


on the roundabout, next to the historic 
Clocktower. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, who chairs the 
committee, said: “If the town wakes up 
and makes enough noise, there’s a 
chance of doing something.” 

He said the town council could help 
collect signatures on a petition. But he 
suggested that residents should send 


individual letters to Cllr feremy 
Pembroke, leader of the county council. 

He said he “resented” suggestions by 
the town’s two county councillors, Bill 
Sadler and Lisa Chambers, that the town 
council had been consulted before the 
balls were installed. 

He said it might be possible for a 
public appeal to raise money for 


something more appropriate to go on 
the roundabout. 

Rachel Hood, of the Save Historic 
Newmarket action group, said: “There’s 
tremendous upset and anger about these 
unattractive balls. They are a huge 
missed opportunity.” 

Cllr Chris Turner, the mayor, said: “We 
will help as much as we can.”

LEADING personalities from 
Newmarket’s horseracing indus¬ 
try were among the congreg¬ 
ation at a packed service to 
celebrate the life of student Alex 
Richardson. 

Alex, 21, whose father is 
managing director of Cheveley 
Park Stud died following a fall 
through a shop skylight at St 
Andrews in Scotland where he 
was at university 

A service to celebrate his life 
was held at St Mary’s Church in 
Newmarket on Friday attended 
by around 450 people including 
family members and friends 
from the university 

Other mourners included 
trainers fames Fanshawe, fohn 
Gosden and Sir Mark Prescott as 
well as top jockeys Kieren Fallon 
and Ryan Moore. 

Alex’s godfather, Martin 
Mitchell, a director of Tattersalls, 
the racehorse auctioneers, gave 
a tribute at the service and 


spoke of Alex’s “love of fun and 
sense of humour”. He said that 
Alex also showed “a depth of 
thoughtfulness and under¬ 
standing rare in one so young”. 

The Rev Graham Locking, 
chaplain to the horseracing 
industry, conducted the service 
and expressed thanks on behalf 
of Alex’s parents and sister 
Emma, who read a poem at the 
service, for the support they 
have received after the tragedy. 

Alex, who was reading Span¬ 
ish and French, had been treat¬ 
ed in hospital after the initial fall 
on Tuesday, March 24. But he 
collapsed after being discharged 
from hospital and fell into a 
coma from which he never 
recovered. 

A collection in his memory 
was made after the service for 
Headway, the brain injury 
charity. Donations can still be 
made through funeral directors 
Southgate of Newmarket.

The work on the pond 
was carried out by 
volunteers, led by the 
parish council, in a bid to 
provide new wildlife 
habitats. The work also 
improved access and the 
picturesque setting of the 
village church. 

The “Do One Thing 
Day” was opened with 
the unveiling of a 
commemorative plaque 
by villagers Beth and Kim 
Waterhouse. 


Police clamp down 
on troublemakers 


NEW police powers 
have been used to ban 
troublemakers from 
town centres. 

During the past six weeks 
police have issued 12 official 
notices against people they 
felt could have started drink- 
related violence. 

Four of the orders have 
been issued against people in 
Newmarket and one person 
was banned from the High 
Street and jubilee Walk area of 
Haverhill. The other orders 
relate to areas of Bury St 
Edmunds and Sudbury. 

Suffolk police started using 
powers under Section 27 of 
the Violent Crime Reduction 
Act, 2006, on February 20 and 
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have warned they will hand 
out more banning orders, if 
circumstances require, during 
the Easter weekend. 

The banning orders can 
operate for up to 48 hours and 
anyone disobeying the order 
could be arrested and appear 
in court. 

The force is also planning 
additional patrols during day 
time in a bid to reduce school 
holiday crime. 

Supt David Skevington said: 
“Details of crimes and other 
incidents we have been called 
to in previous years have been 
analysed so we can put the 


right resources in the right 
places. 

“Officers will be on patrol in 
identified hotspot areas where 
historically offences of viol¬ 
ence or rowdy behaviour have 
arisen during this period. 

“There will also be 
additional patrols in the busy 
town centres during the 
evenings. The combination of 
lighter and warmer evenings 
and the two bank holidays 
adds up to many more people 
coming into our towns for a 
night out. 

“The majority of those want 
to enjoy their evening, drink 
responsibly and get home 
safely, and officers will be on 
hand to assist those who need 
help and reassurance, but 


they will also deal firmly with 
anyone causing trouble.” 

Police horses will be on 
patrol in Newmarket town 
centre on Saturday night. 

The two horses from the 
City of London force will be 
helping local officers on the 
streets. 

The City horses have 
become regular visitors to the 
town and are due to return for 
the weekend of the Guineas 
race meeting next month. 

American Air Force police 
will also be on patrol with 
Suffolk officers in Newmarket 
on tomorrow and Saturday to 
help deal with any military 
personnel from the nearby 
Mildenhall and Lakenheath 
bases. 
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Villagers sign up for 
fight to keep posties 


Public urged 
to comment 
on council 
allowances 

COUNCIL tax payers are 
being invited to say how 
much cash councillors 
should get for carrying out 
their duties. 


VILLAGERS are supp¬ 
orting a campaign to 
keep their two local 
postwomen. 

More than 500 people in 
Moulton have signed pre¬ 
printed letters circulated 
by the Communication 
Workers’ Union (CWU) 
opposing plans to close 
the village sorting office 
and switch the post¬ 
women to the Newmarket 
Royal Mail delivery office. 

If the proposals go 
ahead, the village will get 
its post delivered by one 
person in a van - rather 
than the two long-serving 
deliverers, Bev Gazeley 
and Mel Todd who do their 
rounds by bike. 

Steve Butts, union 
spokesman, said: “The 
residents of Moulton have 
made a clear and un¬ 
mistakable statement - 
that they want to keep 
their posties and their 
sorting office. In total 271 
replies were received, this 
contained a sum of 543 
signatures in absolute 
support for their post¬ 
women.” 

He said the women had 
even offered to take a pay 
cut in a bid to stay in the 
village. 

Mike Dillon, who runs 
the village shop and post 
office - which will remain 
open even if the sorting 
office closes, said: “This 
will take away the 
personal touch. Our 
postwomen know nearly 
everyone in the village and 
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that’s particularly im¬ 
portant to the elderly 
people.” 

Bill Rampling, chairman 
of the parish council, said: 
“We’re totally opposed to 
it. I have written to the 
manager of the Royal Mail 
office in Newmarket and 
invited him to a meeting 
to discuss the issue, but 
we’ve had no response. 

“Moulton isn’t the sort 
of village to roll over and 
accept this. We shall fight 
this tooth and nail.” 

Mrs Gazeley, 49, who 
has been doing the village 
round for 13 years, said: 
“We have got a real bond 
with the people and we 
want to keep that. We 
really appreciate the 
support we have been 
given.” 

Mr Butts is due to 
discuss the issue with the 
local Royal Mail manager 
on Wednesday. 

A Royal Mail spokes¬ 
woman said: “Our people 
in Moulton are being 
offered compensation for 
the relocation to New¬ 
market, four-miles away, 
as well as substantive jobs. 

“Royal Mail has made a 
commitment that cust¬ 
omers who currently 
collect their mail at 
Moulton will continue to 
be able to do so.” 



It is the first time that the 
independent remuneration 
panel, which recommends 
councillors’ allowances in 
the Forest Heath district, has 
asked for public comments. 

Steve Clarke, a member of 
the panel, said: “We want to 
hear the views of residents 
before considering the 
allowances scheme for this 
year. Councillors don’t just 
work for two or three hours 
at evening meetings. They 
work in their wards and with 
staff on a wide range of 
issues. We believe the 
current system of allowances 
is fair but we want to know 
what residents think.” 

At the moment each 
district councillor receives a 
basic allowance of £4,748 
with extra allowances for 
undertaking special respon¬ 
sibilities such as being the 
chairman or vice-chairman 
of committees. 

The council leader, Cllr 
Geoffrey laggard, gets an 
additional £5,908 for his 
extra responsibilities and 
council chairman, Cllr Rona 
Burt, gets an extra £2,531. 

There are also payments 
for meals and travel and for 
babysitters. 

The council publishes a 
full list of allowances paid to 
councillors every year.

Early morning drugs raids 
result in eight arrests 


EIGHT people were arrested 
and several thousand 
pounds in cash were seized 
in a series of drug raids by 
the police. 

Officers from the Suffolk 
force swooped on eight 
addresses in the Newmarket 
and Mildenhall area seizing 
cannabis plants, ecstasy, 
cocaine and other drugs. 

Police teams, issued with 
search warrants, carried out 
the series of early morning 
raids last Friday. 

In Newmarket, police 
raided a property in Rayes 
Lane where cash, cannabis 
and cocaine were seized. A 
32-year-old man was arrest¬ 
ed on suspicion of illegal 
possession of cannabis and 
Class A drugs with intent to 
supply. He was released on 
bail to return to Bury St 
Edmunds police station on 
May 5. 

In a separate raid on a 
house in Croft Road, 


Newmarket, police seized 
cash and arrested a man on 
suspicion of money laun¬ 
dering. He has been re¬ 
leased on police bail until 
May 16. 

A quantity of cocaine was 
seized at a property in How¬ 
ard de Walden Way, New¬ 
market. A 46-year-old man 
has been charged with 
possession and is due 
before magistrates at Bury 
St Edmunds on Tuesday. 

Officers searched a fourth 
property in Newmarket, at 
Freshfields, and recovered 
cash, Diazepam and a 
powdered substance. A 46- 
year-old man was arrested 
on suspicion of money 
laundering and possession 
of Class A drugs and has 
been released on police bail, 
to return to Bury police 
station on May 5. 

A 31 year old has been 
charged with possession of 
cannabis, possession of 


MDMA (ecstasy) and the 
production of cannabis, and 
is due before magistrates 
next Thursday. 

A 31-year-old man from 
Mildenhall received a 
caution for possession of 
cannabis and amphetamine 
after seizures from a 
property on Mill Street in 
the town. 

At a property in Laken- 
heath High Street cannabis, 
cocaine and drug para¬ 
phernalia were found. A 45- 
year-old man was arrested 
on suspicion of possession 
of cannabis with intent to 
supply, and has been 
released on police bail to 
return to Bury police station 
on April 24. A 46-year-old 
man from Newmarket was 
also arrested and received a 
caution for possession of 
cocaine. 

Cannabis was also found 
at a property in Gorse Close, 
Lakenheath.

Exhibition tells fascinating story 


In our weekly column, 
reporter JOHN GOODE takes a 
look behind the racing scene 
to bring you news from in and 
around the stables. 


THE history of world leading 
racehorse auctioneers Tatt¬ 
ersalls has gone of display in 
a new exhibition at New¬ 
market's National Horse¬ 
racing Musuem which 
reopened this week. 

The exhibition includes 
pictures and other artefacts 
owned by Tattersalls which 
started selling horses in 
1766. 

Despite the current 
economic downturn, thor¬ 
oughbred horses worth mill¬ 
ions of pounds are sold by 
the auctioneers based in The 


Avenue, Newmarket. 

Each year some 7,000 
horses are offered at its 
seven sales and buyers from 
all over the world attend, 
making Tattersalls an 
essential part of the horse¬ 
racing industry and vital to 
the economy of Newmarket 

Many traditions are still 
preserved at Tattersalls in¬ 
cluding the sale of horses in 
guineas. In old money a 
guinea was 1 pound 1 shill¬ 
ing - £1.05 in modem terms. 

The most expensive lot 
ever sold there, a mare 


named Magical Romance, 
realised 4,600,000 guineas in 
2006. 

Graham Snelling, mus¬ 
eum curator, said: “This 
exhibition is full of history 
and depicts a fascinating 
story, we are proud to be 
associated with Tattersalls 
on what I am sure will be an 
immensely popular subject.” 

The exhibition is spon¬ 
sored by auctioneers. 

Newmarket-based charity 
Racing Welfare is also the 
subject of a separate exhibit 
at the museum. 



Jockey 
makes it 
a treble 

IEWELLER David 
Griffiths made it a 
hat-trick of victories 
for trainees from 
Newmarket’s British 
Racing School when 
he won this year’s 
fohn Smith’s Peo¬ 
ple’s race in front of 
the Grand National 
Crowd at Aintree. 

Mr Griffiths, 25, 
from Droitwich, was 
one of the lucky 10 
members of the 
public selected from 
thousands of appli¬ 
cants to take part in 
the flat race which 
was being run for 
the third time this 
year. 

His 15-length 
victory means that 
so far all the win¬ 
ning riders have 
completed their 
training at the 
Newmarket school. 

For winning the 
race he scooped a 
charity prize of 
£50,000 which will 
be divided between 
the Injured fockeys 
Fund, based in New¬ 
market, and the air 
ambulance for his 
home county of 
Worcestershire. 
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Victory as path gate 
unlocked for public 


A DISPUTED footpath 
through a luxury housing 
development has been re¬ 
opened to the public after 
developers agreed to unlock 
a gate. 

The row blew up last year when 
owners of new homes on the 
Duchess Park development at 
Newmarket complained that 
people were walking across their 
properties. 

As a result developer David 
Wilson Homes locked a gate to 
the path, known as Meadow Lane 
between Centre Drive and 
Duchess Drive. 

Existing residents complained 
that the path, although not a 
designated right of way, had been 
used for at least 20 years. 

Now the gate has been un- 
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locked after East Cambridgeshire 
District Council threatened 
enforcement action requiring the 
company to comply with the 
terms of planning permission for 
the estate by allowing pedestrian 
access. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, chairman 
of the district councillor who also 
represents the area, said: “It’s a 
victory for common sense and a 
victory for the residents who have 
been incredibly patient.” 

He said the district council had 
served a notice on the developer 
requiring the path to be re¬ 
opened. If the company had not 
complied, he said council officials 
could have removed the padlock 


on the gate. 

Cllr Cresswell said Cheveley 
Parish Council, which covers the 
area, had played a prominent part 
in the campaign. 

Elaine Taylor, clerk to the parish 
council, said the issue had been 
“partially resolved”. 

She said: “The parish council is 
extremely pleased that access has 
been restored under terms of the 
planning permission. 

“But the council is pursuing the 
issue of getting Meadow Lane 
designated as a public right of 
way. 

“It is very pleasing to see the 
community and the councillors 
work together and we can only 
thank people for being patient.” 

No-one was available for 
comment at David Wilson Homes. 


Wine warehouse plan set for approval 


CONTROVERSIAL plans 
for a retail wine 
warehouse at New¬ 
market’s Clocktower 
road junction were last 
night set for approval by 
district councillors. 

But the scheme by 
Majestic Wine has been 
criticised by the town 


council and the Save 
Historic Newmarket 
action group. 

Both organisations 
have welcomed the 
company's investment 
in the town. But they are 
unhappy at the modern 
design of the building 
which, they say, will 


detract from the 
Clocktower. 

However Forest Heath 
District Council plan¬ 
ning officers were rec¬ 
ommending approval of 
the scheme after 
modifications suggested 
by the council’s historic 
buildings adviser. 


The 412 sq metre 
warehouse is set to be 
built on the former ATS 
tyres site at the junction 
of Bury Road and Old 
Station Road. 

The proposal also 
includes the demolition 
of adjoining derelict 
Heath Cottage.

Raiders jailed for attack 
on man In his own home 
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TWO would-be robbers have 
been given lengthy jail 
sentences for attacking a 63- 
year-old man in his own 
home. 

Simon Stevens, 24, was given an 
eight year sentence and Shane 
Negus, 29, was jailed for 10 years 
after admitting attempted 
robbery. 

ludge lohn Holt, passing 
sentence at Ipswich Crown Court, 
said the sentences reflected the 
pair’s “substantial number” of 
previous convictions as well as 
the seriousness of the offence. 

Negus, of Herringswell Road, 
Kentford, was arrested near the 
scene of the robbery in Spring- 
field Avenue, Bury St Edmunds, 
after the victim, Tat Leung Chung, 
managed to get to a patio door 
and call for help. 

Stevens, of Howard de Walden 
Way, Newmarket, later gave 
himself up to the police, the court 
heard. 

Mr Chung was punched in the 
face when he opened the door of 
his home on the evening of April 
27 last year. He suffered a cut of 
nearly two inches on his lip which

needed five stitches. 

The court heard that the pair 
tried to hold him back to stop him 
calling for help. But neighbours 
heard him and called the police. 

Stevens had 32 convictions for 
offences including robbery and 
violence while Negus had 13 
previous convictions. 

The court heard that after 
being arrested and charged last 
year Negus had fled to Germany, 
before being detained and return¬ 
ed to the UK by German police.

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Steven Spence, defence lawyer, 
said that Stevens appeared to be 
finally facing up to his respon¬ 
sibilities and was “maturing” 
having made a number of edu¬ 
cational and practical achieve¬ 
ments while being held in 
custody. 

Richard Potts, appearing for 
Negus, said his client had let 
police know where he was when 
he fled to Germany and appre¬ 
ciated the seriousness of what he 
had done.

Second phase starts on bike route 


WORK on the next phase of a new 
cycle route started this week. 

The cycle path is being 
established on the pavement in 
Exning Road, Newmarket, linking 
the town centre with a national 
cycle route. 

Students at Newmarket College 
had a week of cycling-related 
activities in a bid to encourage 
more of them to use their bikes 
when the new path, which will 
run past the school entrance, is 
complete. 

The second phase of the work 


started on Monday and involves 
widening paths, putting up new 
signs and improving street 
lighting. 

Work has already been carried 
out to drop kerbs at road 
junctions. 

Suffolk County Council has 
allocated £65,000 for the work in 
the area of Brickfields Avenue 
and £20,000 for work in the area 
of Depot Road. 

The total cost of the scheme is 
believed to be more than 
£ 100 , 000 . 


The current phase of work will 
take about four weeks to 
complete. 

It will form part of National 
Cycle Route 51, which currently 
uses the town's “Yellow Brick 
Road” footpath and cycleway. 

After the completion of this 
phase, the county council will 
start work to upgrade the 
pavement and street lighting 
along a stretch of the road 
between Depot Road and 
National Cycle Route 51 at 
Studlands Park.

AN AMERICAN service¬ 
man based in the region 
has died in an explosion 
while serving in Afghan¬ 
istan. 

Staff Sgt Phillip Myers, 30, was 
a member of the 48th Civil 
Engineering Squadron at the 
Lakenheath base and died from 
injuries caused by an “impro¬ 
vised explosive device”. 

The circumstances of his 
death are unclear at present, but 
he was a bomb disposal expert. 

He was married with two 
children and last year received 
an award for being the top non¬ 
commissioned officer (NCO) 
from all the United States Air 
Force (USAF’s) civil engineering 
squadrons.

He was based at Kandahar 
Airfield, Afghanistan, together 


with several hundred other 
personnel from Fakenheath. 

Service people at Fakenheath, 
the biggest US base in Britain, 
were shocked by the death of 
Staff Sgt Myers, which was 
announced by Colonel jay 
Silveria, commander of the 
base’s 48th Fighter Wing. 

He said: “Sergeant Myers was 
an exceptional NCO, dedicated 
warrior, and valued patriot who 
died in an effort to protect his 
comrades. 

“His family, squadron 
wingmen here and in Afghan¬ 
istan, and countless friends in 
the United Kingdom and across 
the USAF will mourn his death.” 

Sgt Myers, from Hopewell, 
Virginia, is survived by his 
parents and brother as well as 
his wife and children. 

A memorial ceremony was 
due to be held at the base today.

Play days ahead thanks to £50,000 funding 


A NEW adventure play area has been officially 
opened in time for the Easter holidays. 

The play area in Mildenhall Woods has 
been developed by Forest Heath District 
Council thanks to £50,000 funding from the 
Department of Children, Schools and Families. 

Local school children were able to try out 
the equipment as council chairman Cllr Rona 
Burt officially opened the play ground, near 
Mildenhall’s College Heath estate.

Hospital set to lift mobile 
phone ban on general wards

ADDENBROOKE’S is set to 
let patients use their mobile 
phones on some wards, in a 
trial scheme. 

Trust members at the hospital 
have agreed the current blanket ban 
on mobiles on wards is 
“unworkable” and that phones set to 
silent should be allowed. 

When the Department of Health 
advised hospitals in January that 
they should permit use of mobiles 
on wards, Addenbrooke’s said it 
would not change its policy of only 
allowing patients to use them in 
public spaces. 

But at a governors’ meeting, it 
was revealed the hospital is likely to 
bow to pressure - to the dismay of 
some. 

Brian Gerbaldi, a public gov¬ 
ernor, said: “There is the obvious 
concern that no-one wants to be in 
bed ill if you are next door to 
someone who will not stop talking 
on their phone.

about taking the easy way out, as we 
did with smoking [Addenbrooke’s 
lifted its site-wide smoking ban after 
patients refused to stop] and not 
looking at every aspect of this. 

“The fact that phones are also 


cameras - this aspect is a major 
danger.” 

Dr Mary Archer, trust chairman, 
said “the importance of staying in 
touch with loved ones while in 
hospital” must be balanced against 


privacy concerns. She added that 
the trial scheme would see the use 
of mobiles allowed, with trust staff 
then asking patients for their views 

The Department of Health advis¬ 
ed hospitals that mobiles should be 
allowed on wards as communi¬ 
cation with family was “an essential 
element of comfort and support”. 

Many welcomed the end of the 
ban as a blow to bedside phone 
schemes run by private companies, 
which some patients said were far 
too expensive. 

Minutes from an Addenbrooke’s 
working group involving members 
and patients note: “It was agreed 
that the total ban on use of mobile 
phones in the hospital is unwork¬ 
able. 

“Senior staff are seen in the 
hospital using their mobile phones, 
which encourages others to do 
likewise.” 

Although mobile phones will be 
allowed on general wards, they will 
remain banned on intensive care 
wards. 

The trial scheme will need final 
approval from governors and 
directors, on a date to be fixed, 
before it can begin.

Mildenhall 


MEMBERS of 
Mildenhall Parish 
Council were 
persuaded by their 
longest-serving 
member to take up the 
great challenge of 
training in the very 
broadest sense of the 
word.

members day at 
Hertford in December. 
Mr Barker, who served 
on the national council 
for seven years as 
chairman of the larger 
councils’ committee, 


has often been the 
council’s 
representative at 
nation events. There, 
he said, a great deal 
was learned from 
colleagues over lunch 
and in the coffee 
breaks. 

■ Mildenhall parish 
councillors, as 
corporate members, 
agreed to pay their 
annual subscription to 
Mildenhall and District 
Town Twinning 
Association (MDTTA). 
The council, apart from 
joining the group, was 
also a signatory to the 
twinning document, 
when the close link 
with Luc-sur-Mer in 
France was first 
established nearly 20 
years ago. Under the 
MDTTA constitution, 
the council’s chairman 
and one other member 
are elected to serve on 
the committee. 

With the AGM set for 
April 2, in the Riverside 
Middle School, it was 
hoped there would be 
good support, not only 
from councillors but 
also from other 
corporate and 
individual members. 

■ Three local groups 
had their bids for 
funding supported by 
members. 

St Peter’s Church in 
West Row had two bills 
paid and the Mildenhall 
and District Sea 
Scouts will receive 
funding to enable 12 
youngsters to spend 


time on the training 
ship John Jerwood 
later in the year. 
However, the largest 
grant will go towards 
the river bank work 
being undertaken by 
the Mildenhall Scout 
Group whose premises 
abut onto the 
backwater of the River 
Lark, near Parker’s 
Island. A major 
scheme is now in hand 
to repair the badly- 
damaged bank and 
also to prepare some 
suitable launching 
places for canoes and 
other craft.

University in 
£5m bid to 
boost research 

ANGLIA Ruskin University is urging 
academics to knuckle down in a £5 mill¬ 
ion bid to boost its research ranking. 

Despite rising from 121st to 86th 
place in the latest Research Assessment 
Exercise (RAE), the former polytechnic 
is setting its sights higher - and calling 
on its academics to increase the quality 
and quantity of their research. 

Its governors have decided to spend 
an extra £1 million a year until 2013 to 
encourage professors and post¬ 
graduates to focus on research 
alongside teaching. 

Anglia Ruskin’s goals include 
doubling both the proportion of staff 
with a doctorate from 27 to 50 per cent 
and the percentage who are involved in 
scholarly activity from 36 to 80 per cent,, 
with the aim of attracting more public 
and private sector funding in future 
years. 

Prof Alan Sibbald, deputy vice-chan¬ 
cellor, said: “We are trying a bit harder to 
focus our efforts on research, rather 
than just teaching. I think most new 
universities have a focus on teaching 
rather than research. 

“It is important that the staff have the 
wherewithal and the time to carry it out. 

“We are not competing with our sister 
institution, Cambridge, but it is impor¬ 
tant to improve the amount of research 
we are doing across our departments.” 

Prof Sibbald hopes the cash injection 
will allow Anglia Ruskin to rival the 
leading new universities, such as Oxford 
Brookes.

THE mother of two teenage boys 
killed in an accident along with 
their father, has described her 
devastation at the sentence 
passed down to the woman who 
caused the crash. 

Lisa Bocking, 40, was speeding at more 
than 70mph when she clipped a kerb 
and lost control of her Peugeot 806 
people carrier on the A1307 at Horse- 
heath on fuly 19 last year. 

Booking’s husband David and 
stepsons Daniel, 14, and Stephen, 13, 
died, but eight-year-old step-daughter 
Amanda, also a passenger, survived. 

Cambridge Magistrates’ Court handed 
the widow a 12-month driving ban and 
£100 fine after hearing how the vehicle 
careered across the road and hit an 
oncoming car, before landing in a ditch. 

Bocking pleaded guilty to a charge of 
driving without due care and attention. 

Tracey Horne, Mr Booking’s ex-wife 
and the mother of the two boys, says 
their death has left an “unfillable hole” in 
her family’s lives, and left her two 
remaining children, Amanda, and 
Daniel’s twin brother fames, struggling 


with post traumatic stress disorder. 

Mrs Horne said: “They were such 
wonderful boys, both very kind and 
always thinking of other people. I know 
the court had their hands tied with the 
sentence because of points of law, but it 
has left me totally, utterly devastated.” 

Presiding magistrate Philip Peacock 
described the accident as “very tragic”. 

Bocking, of Halstead, Essex, was 
disqualified from driving for 12 months, 
fined £100 and ordered to pay £35 costs 
plus a £15 victims surcharge. 

Deborah Coote, who was driving the 
Volkswagen Golf hit by the Peugeot, and 
her two passengers survived the crash, 


but sustained serious injuries. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: “The 
defendant’s car was airborne, flew on to 
the verge, turning sideways, and 
eventually landed in a ditch.” 

Bocking had claimed she hit the kerb 
after trying to avoid another car while 
she was driving at 50mph. 

But accident investigators said there 
was no evidence another car had been 
involved, and argued tyre marks on the 
road suggested the Peugeot must have 
been travelling at more than 74mph. 

Hazel Padmore, mitigating said: “Mrs 
Bocking has already been punished 
significantly in relation to the accident.” 


Shock at 
death of 
super-fan 

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
Cambridge City super-fan Ian 
Pettengell, who died aged 43. 

Ian was an avid supporter 
who covered the Lilywhites’ 
games home and away for 
more than 30 years as a fan 
and later official photographer. 

Club secretary Andy Dewey 
said Ian’s death was a massive 
blow. He said: “I first met Ian 
when he was about 12. Since 
then, Ian has hardly missed an 
away game. He was always 
taking pictures or writing 
match reports. He was a fan¬ 
tastic supporter of Cambridge 
City and it’s terrible that he’s 
died so young. 

He added: “I will always 
picture him with his camera 
around his neck in the stands.” 

Ian, who grew up in Arbury, 
died at Addenbrooke’s on 
Saturday after he was found at 
his Cottenham home by his 
wife Sharon. 

His funeral at Cambridge 
City Crematorium was due to 
take place today, and mourn¬ 
ers were encouraged to wear 
Lilywhites shirts and make 
donations to the club. 

He is survived by his wife, 
brother David, and his parents, 
Derek and lean. 

Club chair Kevin Satchell 
said: “He was a very nice, 
likeable guy and his death is a 
tragedy”

HOUSE prices across East 
Anglia have fallen at the fastest 
rate of any region in England 
according to a new survey - 
but Cambridge estate agents 
say the city’s market is more 
buoyant. 

The Nationwide’s house price 
index shows the fall in house prices 
across East Anglia for the first quarter 
of 2009 was 5.6 per cent, compared 
with 4.2 per cent for the UK. It put 
the region’s average house price at 
£143,987, down by 19.9 per cent over 
the past year. 

The quarterly and annual price 
drops came in spite of a market spike 
in March which increased UK house 
prices by 0.9 per cent. 

In Cambridgeshire, the survey 
found the average house price is now 
£178,025, down 17 per cent on the 
equivalent figure in the first quarter 
of 2008 - but it is still 94 per cent 
higher than it was 10 years ago. 

Martin Walshe, director of resi¬ 
dential sales at Cheffins, which has 
branches in Cambridge, Newmarket, 
Ely, Haverhill and Saffron Walden, 
said: “We have a good idea of what is

happening within a 25-mile radius of 
Cambridge. Prices are 15 to 20 per 
cent lower than at the very peak in 
2007 but in parts of the city it is more 
like 10 to 15 per cent. 

“But the market has changed 
dramatically in the last four to six 
weeks. We have seen an upturn in 
sales levels. Cambridge is a desirable 
location and the balance of supply 
and demand is stabilising the 
market.” 

Nick Redmayne, a partner at estate 
agent Redmayne Arnold & Harris, 
said: “In Cambridge demand is out¬ 
stripping supply and prices have not 
gone down 5.6 per cent. 

Investors have come back to 
buying in the city and demand for 
the classic Victorian and Edwardian 
townhouse is high.” 

David Potts, the Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors’ east oper¬ 
ations director, said the market is 
stabilising after a “torrid” 12 months 
and pointed to Bank of England 
figures showing a sharp increase in 
mortgage approvals in February.

HUNDREDS of peo¬ 
ple inundated a clinic 
to help find a bone 
marrow donor for a 
girl with a rare blood 
disorder - bringing 
village traffic to a 
standstill. 

Emilia Hubbard, 10, 
suffers aplastic anaemia 
and requires weekly trans¬ 
fusions. 

Her family had appealed 
for potential bone marrow 
donors to register in their 
home village of Swaffham 
Prior. 

An event by the Anthony 
Nolan Trust (ANT) to get 
people to sign up was held 
in the village hall last 
Tuesday evening. 

And parents Ann and Phil 
were overwhelmed by the 
reaction. 

Ann said: “We had a 
fantastic response. 

“They parked the full 
length of the High Street, on 
both sides, so at times we 
had to move vehicles to let 
buses get through. 

“We were amazed at the 
turnout. Even the ANT 
organiser had never seen

such large numbers of pot¬ 
ential donors in a relatively 
short space of time. 

“Originally the clinic was 
to run from 6 to 8.30pm but 
because of demand we 
started at 5.30 and were still 
there at 10pm.” 

ANT advisers helped 
people to fill medical forms, 
nurses from doctors’ 
surgeries at Burwell and 
Bottisham volunteered to 
take blood samples and the 
local GP was drafted in. 

Blood samples will be 
analysed to find a potential 
match for Emilia, whose 
immune system is so low 
she cannot go to school or 


visit crowded places for fear 
of getting an infection. 

Ann said: “We also want 
to say thank-you to all 
those who came along to 
register, most of whom we 
didn’t know personally. 

“They amazed us by 
turning up in such large 
numbers, wanting to help a 
little girl they don’t even 
know. 

“Unfortunately Emilia 
couldn’t be there to meet 
them because of her blood 
disorder, but she was so 
excited to hear it had been a 
great success.” 

The Cambridge News and 
its Press Relief charity are 
backing the Hubbards’ 
efforts by designing and 
publishing leaflets - and 
8,000 have been distributed 
so far, including at a 
Cambridge City match by 
Phil, a former player.

Jockey stepping 
out for charities

TRIPLE champion jockey 
Richard Dunwoody is tack¬ 
ling a 1,000-mile walking 
challenge to raise money for 
four charities. 

The two-times winner of the 
Grand National plans to replicate a 
record set 200 years ago by walking 
1,000 miles in 1,000 hours. 

The original challenge, com¬ 
pleted in 1809 by Captain Robert 
Barclay in response to a bet of 
1,000 guineas, took 42 days. He was 
only able to sleep for an hour and 
20 minutes at any one time. 

He completed the challenge in 
Newmarket, hailed as “one of the 
greatest human feats ever 
attempted”, losing three stones in 
weight in the process. 

Captain Barclay had to walk one 
mile in each of 1,000 successive 
hours. It was at the height of 
“pedestrianism”, in which all sorts 
of walking feats were undertaken. 
His only concession to the New¬ 
market challenge was to wear shoes

with extra-thick soles. 

Richard’s challenge attempt will 
start on May 29. 

He will be based at the town’s Bed¬ 
ford Lodge Hotel and will walk a 


measured half-mile along Bury Road 
and back 999 times. The last mile 
will be walked along the racecourse 
just before the Darley July Cup on 
July 10. 

Richard, 45, who last year 
completed a charity trek to the 
South Pole, is hoping that other 
celebrities will join him at various 
times for the walk, which will raise 
money for the Alzheimer’s Society, 
children’s charity SPARKS, spinal 
research and Newmarket-based 
Racing Welfare. 

He said: “My South Pole 
expedition last year was tough, but 
this might take it to a completely 
different level. Forty-two days with 
very little sleep could drive me to 
breaking point, but we’ve set 
ourselves an ambitious fundraising 
target . . . and that’s what this 
challenge is about.” 

He will also be promoting 
Walking the Way to Health as well 
as encouraging sport and exercise 
in the build-up to the 2012 
Olympics. 

The University of Ulster will use 
him to conduct a physiological and 
psychological study into how the 
body copes with such a test of 
human endurance. 


Police issue safety 
tips for young and 
appeal to parents 


PARENTS are being 
asked to take more 
responsibility for their 
children to keep them 
out of trouble during 
the Easter break. 

The Suffolk force is 
asking parents to en¬ 
sure they know where 
their children are and 
when they will be 
coming home. 

Police records show 
there is an increase in 
crime and complaints 
about anti-social be¬ 
haviour during the 
school holidays - 
particularly on Satur¬ 
days and Sundays. 

There are an average 
12 additional crimes 
reported each day and 
an extra 12 complaints 
about bad behaviour. 

Chief Insp Paul Sharp 
said: “We don’t want to 
stop young people 
having fun, but we 
would ask them to con¬ 
sider others and also 
their own safety when 
they are out and about 
during the holidays. 

“As a parent, carer or 
guardian you can play a 
key role by asking your 
children what they are 
doing when they go out 
as well as explain to 


them what the rest of 
the community finds 
acceptable in terms of 
their conduct. 

“Just remember, you 
are still responsible for 
your children.” 

Some basic safety 
tips for young people 
and children, suggested 
by the police, are: 

■ Let someone know 
where you are going 
and tell them if your 
plans change. 

■ If you need help, 
approach a family 
group rather than a 
single adult. 

■ Meet friends in a 
public place so you 
won’t be waiting on 
your own. 

■ Plan how you’re 
going to get home. 

■ Look out for each 
other, stay with your 
friends. 

■ Walk away from 
groups that might 
provoke you. 

■ Don’t lose your cool 
think about keeping 
yourself out of trouble. 

■ Messing about with 
your friends can get out 
of control. 

■ Enjoy yourselves but 
think about how your 
actions affect others.

Constabulary signs up to 
charter for older people 


A CHARTER for older 
people has been signed by 
the police in Suffolk. 

The county’s Chief Con¬ 
stable Simon Ash together 
with Cllr David Wood, vice- 
chairman of Suffolk Police 
Authority, signed the char¬ 
ter in a ceremony at police 
headquarters at Martle- 
sham, near Ipswich, on 
Monday 

The Charter for Older 
People was created by the 
Suffolk Older People’s 
Partnership Board (OPSPB). 
This board, formed in 2006, 
acts as a formal voice for all 
older people in Suffolk and 
is made up of various org¬ 
anisations, groups and 
individual older people. 

The charter states that 
older people have a right of 
recognition and respect, 
should receive relevant 
information, have the right 
of independence and con¬ 
trol over their own affairs, 
should be involved in issues 


that concern them and have 
a right to health and well¬ 
being. 

Daphne Savage, chief 
executive of Age Concern 
Suffolk and chairwoman of 
the Suffolk Older People’s 
Partnership Board, said: “I 
am delighted that Suffolk 
police have publicly signed 
up to the Older People’s 
Charter. 

“The police are a vital 
partner in making the 
charter a reality for older 
people in Suffolk, because 
they are often the first ‘port 
of call’ for vulnerable older 
people or for people who 
are concerned about an 
older person. Suffolk police 
are seen as a ‘trusted 
supporter’ by older resi¬ 
dents of the county and the 
more of their officers we can 
have out and about in 
Suffolk, the better we all 
feel.” 

Mr Ash said: “We are 
delighted to be signing up 


to the Charter for Older 
People. I am confident that 
the service provided by the 
constabulary can meet the 
themes set out in the 
charter and it is an ideal 
opportunity to publicly 
show our commitment to 
age as a strand of diversity 

“The constabulary’s pol¬ 
icing pledge supports the 
principles set out in the 
charter and is underpinned 
by the work of our Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams bas¬ 
ed within communities 
countywide.” 

Cllr Wood said: “Around 
19 per cent of Suffolk’s 
population is over 65 years 
old. Providing a high quality 
police service, while making 
sure communities value 
and trust what we do, 
depends on Suffolk Cons¬ 
tabulary’s officers and staff 
understanding, respecting 
and valuing the wealth of 
diversity in the comm¬ 
unities they serve.” 


Plan to raise pavilion from the ashes

parish councillors and local organisations 
were discussing its future. It had been 
disused for a number of years after the 
closure of the former David S Smith 
cardboard factory in the village. The 


pavilion was previously owned by the 
company as part of the factory’s sports 
and social club. 

Now a formal application for planning 
permission to rebuild the former club 
building has been submitted by the parish 
council. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council, 
the planning authority, will decide whe¬ 
ther permission can be given for the work.

AS HE peers through the 
lashing, bitterly cold rain at the 
inscriptions on the memorial 
stones which now spread 
themselves across the 
battlefields of Ypres, director 
Tristram Powell is forced to 
come face to face with the 
reality of the story he has 
decided to tell. 

During the First World War, as 
British and Commonwealth soldiers 
fought on the Western Front snaking 
through Belgium, 312 soldiers were 
shot by firing squads for desertion. 

For King and Country, which is 
playing at the Arts Theatre in 
Cambridge this week, tells the story of 
one young soldier, Private Arthur 
Hamp, and the defence lawyer whose 
job it is to save him from execution, 
Lieutenant Charles Hargreaves. 

There are no famous names on the 
cast list - instead, says Tristram, the 
star of the story is The Great War and 
our continuing fascination with it. So 
to get closer to the atmosphere of the 
time, we have travelled to visit the 
cemeteries which now stand eerily 
still and silent on the still battle 
scarred landscape close to the 
Belgian-French border. 

Arriving at the Tyne Cott Cemetery, 
where the memorial stones sit side by 
side and row upon row disappearing 
into the distance, the freezing wind 
and rain that meets us gives us an 
instant window into the hell the men 
whose names are inscribed here must 
have been through. Many are carved 
with the simple anonymous words, 


“Known Unto God”. 

“What impresses me about visiting 
the actual battlefield is the vulnerability 
of the soldiers,” Tristram says, looking 
around him. “The landscape is so 
open and the hills here are just 
mounds really.” 

The story started life as an incident 
related in the autobiography of a 
soldier, and from there it was turned 
into the 1964 play Hamp, written by 
John Wilson. Its name was changed 
for the film version made that same 
year, starring Dirk Bogarde as 
Hargreaves and Tom Courtney as 
Hamp. 

For this revival of the story, Tristram 
has immersed himself in the period in 
an attempt to faithfully recreate the 
harsh dilemmas the characters faced 
in an era when society had not yet 
grasped the effects of shell shock and 
battle fatigue. 

“That particular moment in 1918 


they were only beginning to 
understand that even the bravest 
soldiers could crack under the 
appalling strain,” says Tristram. 

“The technology had changed. It 
was a mixture of old style tactics with 
the sort of state-of-the-art industrial 
killing machines which were coming 
in. 

“You have to put yourself back into 
the mindset of the time to really 
understand. By 1917 these soldiers 
and officers are really just concerned 
with survival. There’s still no sign of 
an end in sight, mutiny is on the 
threshold and there’s unspeakable 
conditions in the trenches. I’m 
amazed at their sheer ability to carry 
on.”

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Don’t be dictated to 
when planning your 
summer containers 


N ow is the time you need to 
be planning your summer 
containers, whether you are 
going for uniform colours and 
types of pots, annuals or 
permanent plantings. 

I caught up with gardening guru 
Alan Titchmarsh recently, who 
prefers permanent plantings in 
pots on his own patio. 

“I have agapanthus in pots, olives 
in large tubs, lots of clipped box 
orbs and domes and cones, 16 
tubs of camellias because I’m on 
chalky soil, planted in ericaceous 
compost. I tend to go for 
perennials and evergreens in pots 
generally, although I love popping 
tulips and daffodils in pots as 
well.” 

Indeed, year-round and transient 
displays can be a less labour 
intensive and, ultimately, cheaper 
way of keeping interest going on 
your patio and Alan is the first to 
offer some advice about them in 
his latest book Container 
Gardening, one of his new series of 
practical guides. 

An all-year-round display, he says, 
will need to contain evergreen 
plants to form a framework that 
other more transient plants can be 
built around. 

“Flowering bulbs will give a burst 
of colour from midwinter through 
to mid-spring. In summer, you can 
use bedding plants, climbers, 
summer bulbs, shrubs and 
perennials. In autumn, fill pots 
with perennials, late bulbs and 
corms, and plants for autumn

colour or berries. 

“Over winter, opt for winter¬ 
flowering shrubs, hellebores and 
structural plants, which look 
particularly striking covered with 
frost or snow.” 

Group containers together, which 
allows you to match flowering and 
foliage plants and move seasonal 
flowering plants into the group as 
they reach their prime. Remove 
them once they start to fade. 
Standing pots together also 
reduces moisture loss as the leaves 
form layers, which trap moisture 
underneath, creating a more 
humid area for all the plants. 

If you are adding annuals to your 
permanent scheme, think 
carefully about colour. 

“If you want to colour-scheme 
them so they are all pastel shades 
and pale blues and purples, that’s 
fine. But if you just want bright, 
jolly, zingy contrasting colours 
that’s fine too. 

“Don’t be dictated to by other 
people saying, ‘This is tasteful and 
that isn’t’. You need to work out 


what you like looking at and be 
brave enough to go for it.” 

Colours generally regarded as 
working well together are those 
which are opposite on the colour 
spectrum - orange works well with 
purple, red with green. 

“If you have purples and darker 
colours you need a sunny spot 
because they disappear in shade, 
whereas white and pale blue and 
pale pink will stand out in shade. 
But a lot of flowering plants don’t 
like a lot of shade,” he says. 

Vibrant colours such as reds, 
oranges, yellows and reddish 
purples look good in pots, which 
have warm colours such as 
terracotta, browns or yellows. 

To create a more peaceful, sedate 
atmosphere, use relaxing colours - 
blues, mauve, pale pinks and 
purples, white and cream are also 
calming. Combine them with a 
beefy foliage plant, such as hostas, 
for a wonderful contrast and put 
them into blue, white, silver or 
green containers to complete the 
cool effect. 

For permanent plantings in pots, 
Alan recommends using a loam- 
based compost as it retains both 
water and nutrients well. 

Choose pots as big as possible, 
which will hold more compost and 
won’t dry out as quickly. Every year, 
check that the roots of permanent 
plants aren’t coming out of the 
drainage holes in the base of the 
container or at the surface of the 
compost. 

If they are, re-pot them in spring or 
autumn into a new container, only 
slightly bigger than the old one, 
filled with fresh compost of the 
same mix as the existing growing 
medium. Large patio plants like 
trees and shrubs don’t need re¬ 
potting every year, but each spring 
give them a top dressing, scraping 
away the upper layer of the 
compost and replacing with fresh 
compost containing slow-release 
fertiliser.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Forsythia 

These favourite spring shrubs 
produce masses of zingy yellow 
flowers each spring, and are lovely 
grown as informal hedges or 
towards the back of a border. 
They’re also great for covering 
walls and bare ground, particularly 
if you haven’t much else flowering 
around this time. Many varieties 
are available, but among the most 
common is F intermedia 
“Spectabilis”, which grows to about 
8ft high and bears a profusion of 
bright yellow flowers; F. “Beatrix 
Farrand” bears much bigger 
flowers, up to 2in (5cm) across. 
They are not fussy about their soil 
and will grow in sun or very light 
shade, but you must prune them 
immediately after flowering, 
cutting back only those shoots 
with faded blooms. If you leave 
pruning until summer you will cut 
off next year’s flowers.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

□ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Q Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Q Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Q Read gas meter. 

Q Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

Q Lock all doors. 

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

You’ll enjoy a decent Cruze 


THE Cruze also spear¬ 
heads the company’s new 
design theme and, 
crucially, is an all-new 
departure from the older 
car lines inherited from 
the days of Daewoo, 
writes Iain Dooley. 

What we have here is a 
bold-looking car with a more 
streamlined shape than 
anything before from the 
Chevrolet stable. Fussy 
details are out, in favour of 
smooth lines and a 
distinctive family face. 

And while the Cruze, on 
paper at least, offers a 
conventional four-door 
experience, its styling 
couldn’t be further from the 
traditional competition. To 
describe its profile as 
something closer to a coupe 
than a middle-of-the-road 
saloon is fair comment. That 
the Cruze also looks good 
transformed into a race car - 
squat stance, wide track - is a 
welcome bonus. 

But let’s not get carried 
away here. At the end of the 


day the Cruze has to deliver 
on the road. Thankfully it 
does, through a combination 
of sound handling and im¬ 
pressive refinement. 

For a car positioned at the 
more affordable end of the 
scale, its interior is a 
pleasantly surprising mix of 
good quality materials and 
well thought out ergonomics. 
It will also accommodate four 
adults in comfort - the 
Cruze’s coupe-like sloping 
roofline proves to be no 
barrier for rear-seat 
occupants. 

A quick look around the 
cabin and it’s clear that fit 
and finish is much improved: 
the car’s centre console is not 
a million miles away from 
that of Cadillac’s CTS in terms 
of design and layout. Every¬ 
thing works as expected and 
there’s a reassuring weighty 
feel to the controls. 

This rounded and mature 
experience continues when 
you’re on the move. With the 
option of a 1.6 (113 horse¬ 
power) and 1.8 petrol (141 


horsepower) plus a 2.0-litre 
diesel (125 and 150 horse¬ 
power), there’s lots of choice. 

Private buyers will likely be 
drawn to the petrol units - 
both work well, with the 1.8 
delivering an extra slug of 
power to make motorway 
cruising more relaxing. If 
you’re interested in diesel 
and have one eye on the 
company car tax regulations, 
the 125 horsepower should 
do the trick. If the flagship 
150 horse unit is anything to 
go by, refinement and 
flexibility aren’t an issue. 

All of which leaves the way 
the car will be positioned in 
the marketplace. The three- 
model range (S, LS, LT) offers 
an interesting spread of 
equipment. The latter is 
reserved for the flagship 
diesel and an auto gearbox 
variant of the 1.8 petrol 
Cruze, and gets you cruise 
control, an upgraded stereo, 
climate control, electric rear 
windows, 17-inch alloy 
wheels and access to an 
optional satnav unit.

More conservative buyers 
can choose from the S spec 
with its remote central 
locking, radio/CD unit, 
follow-me-home-headlights, 
six airbags and electronic 
stability control. A sub-model 
of the S spec adds aircon. 

The predicted best seller is 
the LS, with this offering the 
likes of standard-fit aircon, 
alloys, front grille edged with 
chrome and rear parking 
sensors. Auto gearbox models 
aside (both 1.6 and 1.8 
petrols qualify), all cars come 


with a five-speed manual 
transmission. 

Basically 

Chevrolet’s Cruze might be a 
slightly left of field - four 
instead of five doors the 
obvious departure - but 
anyone keen to stick to a 
budget and downsizing from 
a larger saloon or seeking a 
compact car with more class 
than a bog standard 
hatchback will find the 
compact Chevrolet a 
tempting proposition.

MICHAEL Bell’s smart colt Four Winds could make 
his seasonal reappearance in a conditions race at 
Newbury a week tomorrow. 

The son of Red Ransom was an impressive winner of 
a Sandown maiden as a juvenile, before running a 
fine third in the Autumn Stakes at Ascot behind Kite 
Wood. 

The three-year-old, owned by the Queen, currently 
holds entries in the Dante Stakes at York and The 
Derby, but Bell (above) wants to get his reappearance 
out of the way before making any definite plans. 

“He’s in very good form and could well run at 
Newbury in a mile and a quarter conditions race on 
Friday week,” he said. 

“We’ll have a look at it, assess the ground and the 
opposition and take a view nearer the time. He’s 
potentially a very nice horse, but he’s got a few 
bridges to cross yet.” 

Bell is still weighing up the options for Art 


Connoisseur, who burst on to the scene this time 12 
months ago with a debut success at Leicester and 
went on to win his next two starts, which included the 
Coventry Stakes at Royal Ascot. 

Second to Mastercraftsman in the Phoenix Stakes 
next time, he failed to land a blow in the rearranged 
Gimcrack at Newbury but it later transpired that he 
had suffered an injury to his off fore cannon bone, a 
setback which ruled him out for the remainder of the 
campaign. 

Bell has been delighted with Art Connoisseur’s return 
to training and hopes he can book his ticket for the 
stanjames.com 2000 Guineas Stakes with a 
prominent showing in one of the trials. 

“He’s fine and is on target to either run in the Craven 
Stakes, the Free Handicap (both at Newmarket next 
week) or the Greenham Stakes (Newbury). We’ll 
put him in all three races and take it from there,” 
said Bell. 


"Where he goes depends on the ground, although 
with the Free Handicap we will have to see how much 
weight he gets. 

“Potentially none of the races are ideal because in 
the Craven he’s got a penalty, in the Greenham the 
ground could be wrong and in the Free Handicap he 
could be top-weight. 

“That said, it is a trial so we really want to run him to 
get an idea where we are going. He looks very well 
and is working nicely.” 

Bell was also pleased with Sariska, a cosy winner of 
her sole start in a Newmarket maiden back in 
November who holds an entry in the 1000 Guineas. 
“She is going to run in either the Fred Darling or the 
Nell Gwyn, providing the ground is not too lively at 
either track,” he said.

Bailey in 
Tigers exit 

MILDENHALL have parted company with 
director John Bailey just days before the 
opening of the inaugural National League 
season at King’s Lynn on Lriday. 

The 63-year-old Long Eaton businessman, 
who had just concluded the signings of the 
final two riders, conceded he was “sad and 
disappointed” that his 
eight-month association with the Len 
Tigers had come to an abrupt end following 
a disagreement with club chairman Ray 
Mascall. 

Mascall, 68, will take sole charge under 
guidance from others as he learns the ropes 
in his first season at the helm. 

The long-time supporter from Mildenhall 
had appointed Bailey, a non-licenced BSPA 
official, to assemble a side. 

Mascall said: “I didn’t want to be in a 
position where John was controlling it all, 
which I felt was happening. 

“His brief was to put together a competitive 
team but he would not work within the 
confines of the agreed terms. The 
disagreement was that he was appointing 
riders without consultation with me and 
not informing me of the deals. 

“This is my first season running in 
speedway, and with the help of the BSPA, I 
hope to make Mildenhall a successful club 
in the National League.” 

Bailey believed he “could not have put 
more effort into the club”. 

He said: “I’m more annoyed than sad. I 
completed the deals with riders, which was 
my brief, and am very disappointed as 
there is so much potential and I think the 
team can have a great deal of success.” 
Before his departure, Bailey completed the 
deals of Gary Cottham and Dean Lelton, 
following the ongoing visa issue with Leigh 
Boujos, which ruled him out.Cottham has 
a 5.54 average following a stint with Rye 
House last season, while Lelton, 39, arrives 
on a 5.26 figure after three years with 
Sittingbourne.
